The Manners family, of which the duke 
of Rutland is the head, acquired Belvoir 
through the marriage of Sir Robert Man- 
ners in 1487 with the sister of the tenth 
Lord Ros of Hamlake, to whom the cas- 
tle haq descended from the conqueror’s 
standard bearer. Sir Robert's son mar- 
ried a Piantagenet, sister of Edward [V, 
and it was their son who become first 
earl of Rutland. Princess Anne, ‘who 
took refuge with the then earl of Rut- 
land when she fled from Whitehall. re- 
paid his. hospitality by making him a 
duke when she eame to the throne. 

Kniarged and improved by successive 
occupants, Belvoir, while still retaining 
aspect of a fortress, has 
been transformed into a veritable palace 
within. The entrance hall, or guard 
room, as it is called, was designed from 
Lincoln cathedral. It is a vast apart- 
ment with tal] columns and stone asches. 
Entrance is by a giant double portdi

The king’s bed is elaborately carved in 
mahogany. Looking out over the bastion 
igs the famous regent’s gallery, which 
feet long.

Huge life-size statutes by Wyatt are 
everywhere, but the most beautiful is 
that of the fifth duchess of Portiand, as- 
cending to the clouds, whic}, is the feature 
of the mausoleum. A noted room is the 
ambassadom bed room, where famous 
English and foreign ambassadors and 
prime ministers have slept. Whenever 
the American ambersador is invited. to 
sile, he occupies this bedroom. 

Queen Victoria did not use the royal | 
suite on her later yisit to the castle. She 
had occupied it with her consort, and it | 
brought back memories. She chose |! 
to live in the Staunton tower, the oldes: | 
part of the castle. The lands and manor 
of Staunton held by the family of Staun- 
tons is theirs, for centuries by. tenure of 
the castie guard. They are required to 
furnish the guards at the castle when 
called upon by the over-lerd. When Vic- 
toyia visited Belvoir, the key of this tower 
w presentegd te her by Staunton. 

There are many other ancient usages 
at Belvoir, the most notable being the 
pacing of the battlements night and day 
by sentinels who call the hours and the 
weathe?.

Louisiana Town in More Enterprises 
Than Any Other American City. 


(From The Mobile Register.) 

Monroe, La., has acquired fame by its 
experiments, so far succeseful, of munici- 
pal ownership. dt is the only city in 
America that owns a street railway. it 
owns, moreover, its water works, electric 
lighting plant, a summer theater, base- 
ball park and a race track. The city 
has established a free bridge, built a very 
large. free school and.a city hall, witn 
market. Perhaps the most attractive 
feature in this list is the provision for 
the amusement of the public—the theater 
and the ball park and the race track, 

It is deadly dull in most of these «.-.!¢ 
towns. The people have no means of en- 
tertainment outside the family circle. The 
hotel is the only club and the postoi.ce 
the general place of meeting.

| DEMAND FOR CURRENCY REFORM. 


The contention that cotton in the south and wheat in the west should 
be made the basis for an asset currency to be issued by the banks for the 
benefit of the producers has emphatic approval throughout the country. 

Cotton is the greatest gold producing crop in the American repub- 
lic; probably in the whole world. The value of the raw cotton of ‘the south 
has been put down by crop statisticians at $600,000,000. In the foreign 
trade of this country last year it preserved the trade balance in favor of 
this country, by the $400,000,000 of value it represented. 

The Constitution’s contention is that the actual cotton staple, or the ware- 
house receipts held by the producers should be made available as a basis for 
the enlargement of the circulating medium at such time as is demanded by 
the exigency of the business situation. 

The funds of the banks in the agricultura] and manufacturing sections 
south and west are steadily employed in the regular line of loans and the 
payment of some of these loans are dependent on payments arising from 
the saje of crops. So just at the crop period there is a scarcity of ready 
currency to send to the interior. Now if asset currency could be issued to 
banks thus situated they could feel easy in taking asset currency out to move 
the crops, because the actual] product of the soil would create funds to pay 
this currency back to the government in the three, four or five months given 
in which to use it.

“Only through an abiding interest in 
the great producing ciass of Georgia and 
the south. could 1 be prompted to say a 
word regarding the controversies which 
have arisen between officials of the 
Varmers’ Union, on the one hand, and 
the Southern Cotton Association on the 
other.

000,000 have been stolen or wasted. 

Wesley R. Andrews, chairman of the 
republican committee, claims Stuart will 
have a majority of over 100,000. 

Chairman Niies, of the Lincoln party, 
is sanguine of the election of Emery by 
at least [50,000. 

The congressional situation is interest- 
ing. At present there is only one dem- 
ocrat in congress from Pennsylvania, but 
it would not be surprising to see at 
least five in the next delegation.

Some of the dreams of demOcracy were 
described by Mr. Bryan® as being the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote, tariff reform, arbitration and 
trust regulation.

‘Pawnee Bill to Hold Himself 
in Readiness to Go to 
Territory of Chey- 

* ennes and Utes. 


Major Gordon W. Lilly (Pawnee Bilil) 
has received orders from the war depart- 
tment at Washington, D. C., te hold him- 
self in readiness to gO to Sheridan, Wy- 
oming. to assist in putting down the 
war-inclined Utes and Cheyennes. 

Pawnee Bill ts one of the few Indian 
fighters and scouts yet alive, and his 
knowledge of Indian warfare will make 
hum a valuable ally to the soldiers now 
o- their way there. Pawnee Bill fas 
been in the employ of the governmant 
as a scout, interpreter ang guide for over 
a quarter of a century, ‘and has partici- 
pated in many Indian battles. He is 


thoroughly acquainted with the- country 
of the Utes and Cheyennes, and is well j. 


known to both tribes. 

In a recent conversation he sald: “Tt 
will be impossible for the Utes or Chey- 
ennes, either jointly or separately, to 
wage war of any magnitude or duration. 
They are poorly equipped for fighting, 
and the oold weather now coming on, 
and the fact that they will be deprived of 
government rations, makes them almost 
helpless. 

‘While I am on the retireg list of 
government scovts, I never consider iny- 
sclf out-of service, and am prepared to 


go on to the seat of trouble at once. Mv | 


season will close now within a few weeks, 
and I will go there then anyhow. 

‘The Cheyenne are good fighters, tricky 
and possess an almost unlimited knowl- 
edge of the white man’s way of con- 
dutting war. It is hard to tell exactly 
row many men these two tribes could 
mass together, but it would not take long 
tc completely exterminate them. The 
countny where they are now is a mo‘iecl 
country for Indian fighting, but as I said 
before, it woulq not last long, becaus? 
they are not properly equipped, and the

The Cheyenne are game, and 
will fight as long as they are able.” 

Pawnee Bill Goes not consider this up- 
tising of the Indians as extremely seri- 
ous, but intimated that the quicker '‘t

tion. He said he thought that ‘It was a 
bad precedent for other Indians in other 
sections of the country. It made them 
uneasy ang restless, and had a tendency 
to open up that feeling of hatred for the 
whites.
